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Tighten Code for 
Video Commercials 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 26—The 


board of directors of the National 


Assn. of Radio & Television Broad- 

_casters has approved a series of 
measures tightening the handling 
of commercials under the indus- 
try’s tv code. 

Drafted by the Television Code 
Review Board and approved by 
the association’s directors at a 
meeting in Phoenix last weekend, 
the new provisions generally at- 
tempt to put more compulsion into 
code provisions on commercials. 

The time standards for adver- 
tising copy formerly described as 
“a guide to good telecast advertis- 
ing practice” are no longer permis- 
| sive. 
| As a result of last weekend’s 
‘revision, the code merely says: 


“Time standards for advertising 


§ | copy are as follows.” The time pe- 


riods, unchanged from previous 
versions of the code, range from 
a minute of commercial time on a 
| five-minute program in Class A 
time to six minutes of commercial 
in a 60-minute program in Class 
A time. 


= Several of last weekend’s revi- 
sions attempt to deal with “puffs” 
which are inserted into the pro- 
‘gram portions of a_ broadcast. 
While the presentation of contest 
‘awards and prizes is not ordinar- 
ily to be considered commercial 
‘time, the revised code states that 
“any oral or visual presentation 
/concerning the product or its do- 
‘nor, over and beyond such identi- 
‘fication and statement, shall be 
‘included as commercial time.”

Three Cancer Scientists Challenge Theory 
That Cigaret Smoking Causes Lung Cancer 


Rocuester, N. Y., Jan. 28—A re- 
port released here by a group of 
cancer scientists to the American 
Cancer Society challenges the 
evidence so far given that smoking 
may cause lung cancer. 

According to the report, mouth 
cancer does not seem to be signifi- 
cantly associated with cigaret, 
cigar and pipe smoking although 
evidence shows an intimate link 
~ between tobacco chewing and 
cancer and mouth leukoplakia, a 
tissue change regarded by some 
scientists as pre-cancerous. 

The scientists making the re- 
port, after treating 40 men since 
1951 with mouth cancer, are Drs. 
George E. Moore, now director 
of the Roswell Park Memorial In- 
stitute, Buffalo, Elsa C. Phoehl 
and Lester L. Bissinger of the 
University of Minnesota medical 
school. 


= Of the 40 patients treated, 26 
were long-term tobacco chewers or 
snuff users. Of 23 with mouth 
leukoplakia, 18 were tobacco 
chewers or dippers. 

The report points out that ciga- 
‘et smoke fills the mouth in full 
‘ttrength. When it is inhaled, it 
‘ills the nasal passages. But com- 


paratively small amounts reach the 
lungs, and are tnen diluted. 

The question is raised in the 
report as to why there has not 
been an increase of mouth and 
nasal passage cancer over the 
period of greatly increased cigaret 
smoking comparable to the in- 
crease in lung cancer. 

The scientists report that they 
are conducting further experi- 
ments with chewing tobacco and 
snuff to gather additional data on 
the effects of chewing tobacco and 
snuff on mouth cancer. 


s That the industry is not taking 
the “cancer scare’ too much to 
heart, at least as far as profits are 
concerned, is indicated by the fact 
that American Tobacco Co. this 
week has raised its quarterly divi- 
dend 10¢, to 85¢ a share, and 
also declared an extra dividend of 
$1 a share. The company thus 
became the third major cigaret 
maker to increase payments to 
stockholders since last November. 
R. J. Reynolds Tobacco Co. 
boosted its quarterly dividend 10¢ 
(to 60¢) on Jan. 14, and P. Loril- 
lard Co. in November, although 
making no change in its regular 
30¢ quarterly dividend, increased 
its extra dividend 10¢ (to 40¢).

Detergent Sales Beat Soap for First 
Time in ‘53, Soapmen Told at Meet 


' 


| Assn. of American Soap & Glycer- 
_ine Producers, president George A. 
'Wrisley reported that, for the 
first time in history, sales of de- 
tergents exceeded soaps. 

Total sales last year amounted 
to 3,510,761,000 lbs. with a value 
of $745,877,000. This represents a 
3.2% rise in tonnage and 7.6% 
increase in sales over 1952. The 
breakdown shows soap tonnage at 
1,643,909,000 lbs. with sales at 
$320,548,000. For detergent a, 
1,866,852,000 lbs. were sold at a 
value of $425,329,000. 

Detergents have been creeping 
up on soap sales for the past sev- 
eral years. In last year’s report 
Mr. Wrisley suggested that a pe- 
riod of relative stability between 
soaps and detergents was in the 
offing in a couple of years. 


# In his sixth annual report on 
sales trends for household soaps 
and detergents, P. J. Stomberg, 
v.p., A. C. Nielsen Co., reported 
that new highs were established 
last year in dollars and tonnage. 
Volume for 1953 was 6% higher 
than in 1952. Over a four-year pe- 
riod sales have increased 14% 
while tonnage sales have risen 
11%. Comparing this with all

A group of newspaper promo- 

ion men were so impressed that 
jpey decided to get individual 

ewspapers to run the same style 
ads, the same day, in the same 
issue of the same publication. A 
dozen newspapers liked the idea, 
and the first “Let’s Get the Pic- 
ture Straight” joint promotion ran 
in 13 pages in ADVERTISING AGE, 
Feb. 25, 1952. 

Shortly after, David Ogilvy, 
president of Hewitt, Ogilvy, Ben- 
son & Mather, called the ad one 
of the half-dozen memorable ads 
of 1952. 


= The informal newspaper group 
decided to sponsor “Let’s Get the 
Picture Straight a Second Way,” 
which was based on merchandis- 
ing service. With 37 newspapers 
cooperating, AA was again selec- 
ted as the medium, and the ad 
ran 12 pages in the Dec. 1, 1952 
issue. Then a group of Canadian 
papers picked up the idea, and did 
the same thing on their own. 
Shortly after the second ad ap- 
peared, the Louisville Courier- 
Journal ran an advertisement in 
which a local merchant recom- 
mended the use of newspaper ad- 
vertising by manufacturers. The 
idea appealed to the same group 
which sponsored the two previous 
ads, and ultimately resulted in 87 
newspapers getting together to 
run the largest single promotion 
ever run by newspapers and the 
largest single ad ever to run in 
the advertising press—a 64-page 
advertisement in color quoting 111 
leading retailers on why they pre- 
ferred to have their suppliers use 
newspaper advertising. The ad ap- 
peared in AA, May 25, 1953.

Portends New Approach fo Politics

CINCINNATI, Jan. 26—Time was 


when local political advertising 
was minor account stuff, consist- 


| ing of a few small newspaper in-|

adjectives like “honest,” “distin- 
| guished” and “married.” 

| It still is in the great majority 
|of communities. But admen would 
do well to take a close look at the 
Cincinnati municipal election cam- 
paign of last fall, where full-me- 
dia, large-space advertising cam- 
paigns became a determining cam- 
paign factor, culminating in an 
intense “battle of ads’ in the last 
two weeks which used up enough 
money to run a couple of normally 
“quiet” elections. 

A considerable stir has been 
made over last November’s con- 
test for seats in the nine-man 
council which governs Cincinnati. 
It acquired national significance as 
a local election where one party 
hung its case on the Communists- 
in-government issue—and suffered 
an upset defeat. 


# According to one deeply-in- 
volved adman, however, the im- 
portance of advertising in the 
campaign is almost as significant. 
It was an election where “adver- 
tising probably played the most 
important role of all,” Leonard M. 
Sive, head of Leonard M. Sive & 


Associates, told ADVERTISING AGE. 

A look at some rough statistics 
of the campaign seems to bear 
this out. They show that parties 
and candidates employed at least 
a dozen advertising agencies and 
spent—on advertising alone—be- 
tween $110,000 and $135,000. Near- 
ly all of this was spent in a period 
of about six weeks. 

Furthermore, Mr. Sive pointed 
out, last fall’s operation was the 
culmination of a trend to planned 
advertising in political campaigns 
which goes back at least 14 years. 
According to Mr. Sive, the back- 
ground is this: 


# Cincinnati’s present form of 
government is defined by a city 
charter approved in a burst of 
civic reform 29 years ago. It 
places the city government in the 
hands of a nine-man council, elec- 
ted by proportional representation 
to guarantee majority control and 
minority representation. The coun- 
cil, in turn, elects the mayor from 
among its own members and ap- 
points a non-political city manager 
to handle administration. 

A group of independents and 
non-machine Democrats and Re- 
publicans, called the City Charter 
Committee, led in putting across 
the reform charter in 1924. Since 
then, the committee has stayed in

This study, measuring the im- 
pact of postal service on the econ- 
omy, was to consider, among other 
ithings, whether an increase in 
postal rates would have an adverse 
effect on advertising volume, and 
might eventually result in a re- 
duction in national income and tax 
revenue. 

But the Industrial Conference 
Board backed away from a finding 
along these lines. Instead it said 
‘there is no proof that increased 
rates would mean less advertising 
‘or even that less advertising would 
'mean less national income. 


a “The fact that there are alterna- 
tive media must be borne in 
mind,” its report said. “An in- 
crease in mail rates might merely 
impel advertisers to shift to one 
or more of the alternative media. 
The net result might be an in- 
crease, a decrease or no change at 
‘all in total advertising volume, de- 
pending on the cost structure of 
all forms of advertising and on the 
relative strength of demand for 
‘the various types.” 

_ Noting that advertisers base 
‘their budgets on their estimates 
of the market available to them, 
vit pointed out that “a determining 
factor in such estimates would 
probably be the current level of 
national income. We therefore dis- 
‘cover that the proposition to be 
|proved turns up in the proof.” 


'a@ Expressing doubt that dollar ex- 
penditure is a sound measure of 
advertising volume, the NICB 
study stated that “If the focus of 
investigation is the effect of ad- 
vertising on national income and 
demand, then what is sought is a 
measure of advertising impact on 
the spending behavior of individ- 
uals. 

“We have no assurance that out- 
lay for advertising is a proper 
measure of that impact. Unfor- 
tunately no other measure is avail- 
able.” 

To establish a relationship be- 
tween postal rates and advertis- 
ing, the report concluded, “There 
would be required estimates of the 
probable influence of postal rate 
changes, not upon total advertising, 
but rather upon the portion of all 
advertising which is designed to 
promote consumer goods. Since we 
do not know in what proportions 
|advertising is divided among types 
‘of goods, the basis for such esti- 
‘mates is at present lacking.” 


ws In a speech in New York before 
the National Industrial Conference 
Board last Thursday, Mr. Summer- 
field said the advisory council 
report represented “further delay- 
ing tactic’ by those “who are in- 
terested in preserving fantastically 
low postal rates.” But he added

Our suspicion is that both groups may be right. Television pro- 
gramming is quite obviously too expensive to be provided free by a 
government agency or a government subsidy, even when license fees 
are collected from listeners. The British move toward sponsored tel- 
evision, in a land where radio has never been sponsored, is a pretty 
clear indication of this fact. 

At the same time, there are reasonably clear indications in the U. S. 
that advertisers can’t bear all the burdens of programming, either, 
especially if costs continue to skyrocket as they have in the past. 

The ultimate solution is by no means clear at present, but there is 
a strong likelihood that the American television system will wind up 
with a dual system—with advertisers bearing the brunt of the ex- 
pense, but with subscribers paying fees for special attractions which 
no one can afford to handle on a strictly advertising basis. 


A Giant Struggles with Problems 


For every one not in the tobacco business, it is almost amusing to 
watch the contortions of the cigaret companies as they revamp their 
advertising appeals in an attempt to say the proper, reassuring words 
which will allay public fears and enlarge the sale of their merchan- 
dise under somewhat trying circumstances. 

Liggett & Myers—the one major cigaret manufacturer which did 
not join the industry-wide cancer research publicity and advertising 
—set the pace for the writhing giants. 

Boldly, it broke precedent to run big newspaper space headlined, 
“Liggett & Myers Tobacco Co. says...” But exactly what Liggett & 
Myers had to say that was pertinent to the issues being discussed 
from the rock-bound coast of Maine to the sunny shores of California 
was more than a little difficult to decipher. 

What the public learned, in words boldly underlined, was that “our 
research department has found no reason to believe that the isolation 
and elimination of any element native to cigaret tobaccos today would 
improve smoking.” It also learned that “the public can confidently 
choose from a variety of brands—by far the best cigarets ever made 
by the tobacco industry.” There was also some curious news about

'to sleep at the switch. Now a doz- 
en or so smaller concerns have 
| sprung up and grown to the point 
where their combined volume ex- 
ceeds that of the two big ones. 
These fellows are the real pros- 
pects, but I’ll bet a cookie that 
the two big outfits are still getting 
the bulk of the salesmen’s calls. 
And never forget this principle, 
that the business you create is the 
business that’s easiest to keep.

‘Make Them Want Cake’ 


In a speech before a lot of ad- 
vertising agency people recently, 
Arthur Kroeger pointed out that 
last year at a time when the farm- 
ers’ gross cash income was down 
only 4% (net income after ex- 
penses went down 7%) it still re- 
mained close to the record high; 
yet farmers collectively sat on 
their hands and in that period 
sales of farm equipment went 
down 17%. 

Kroeger said that consumers in 
this country are now so well sup- 
plied with products that they could 
defer as much as 40% of their ex- 
penditures for as much as four 
years, if they made up their minds 
to do it. 

Farmers don’t want to do with- 
out shiny new tractors; consumers 
don’t want to drive old cars. They 
don’t want to defer purchases for 
four years, even if they can. What 
they really want is to have some 
salesmen show them why they 
ought to buy. One executive re- 
cently said, ‘Make them want 
cake and there’ll be no bread 
lines.”

| By Feb. 20, the eight-month-old 
service will conduct regular bi- 
monthly monitoring of stations in 
New York, Chicago, St. Louis, 
Philadelphia, Washington, Boston, 
Baltimore, Cleveland, Cincinnati, 
Buffalo, Minneapolis, Detroit, 
| Pittsburgh and Kansas City. In 
early spring, additional markets 
will be included, with the West 
Coast planned for inclusion “at an 
early date.” 


® The BAR system works this 
way: Tape recorders are tuned 
/every two months to the network 
,and leading independent stations 
_in each market. The recordings

1. Celebrity testimonial ads are

2. Non-celebrity testimonials are

a 3. Lesser-known celebrity ads 
receive high readership when the 
celebrity has prestige value, such 
as a socialite. 

4. Full-figure celebrity illustra- 
, tions are better seen by more read- 
ers; waist-up art ads are read 
better. In each case, best results 
‘are obtained when the celebrity 
‘illustration is the most prominent 
part of the ad. 
| 5. Best readership results when 
‘the celebrity’s name is in small 
‘type and his comments secondary 
‘or not present. 
| Advertisements studied were

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Electric Assn. Plans - 
Better Wiring Drive 


to Stimulate Sales 


Cuicaco, Jan. 26—Advertising, 
merchandising and pilot project 
studies will all be used to spark 
the 1954 program of the Electric 
Assn. of Chicago, as the group) 
tackles the problem of inadequate 
home wiring. 

Pointing out that insufficient 
wiring has accelerated declining 
electrical appliance sales, the as- 
sociation has requested all seg- 
ments of the wiring industry to 
“think and talk adequate wiring.” 
It promised to spearhead the drive 
with a 10-point program of adver- 
tising, merchandising and re- 
search. 

The association last week told 
the Better Wiring Conference here 
that consumers have not invested 
in better wiring because they don’t 
understand it. Noting that appli- 
ances today are hindered by 25 or 
30-year old homes—whose wiring 
was fine then but no longer ade- 
quate to handle present require- 
ments—the group decided to in- 
form the public of what it is miss- 
ing. 


@ Emil De Haan of Service Elec- 
tric Co. told dealers, distributors, 
service organizations and builders 
that they must “examine every 
avenue to bring [our story] to the 
customers.” He advocated news- 
paper advertising to inform the 
general public; mail to people) 
planning to build, buy or remodel;

Other bouqueis 
tossed included such items as bad 
taste, lack of dignity and unes- 
thetic subject matter.

by these respondents that the cure 
should come through industry self- 
regulation, not through govern- 
ment regulation or ownership.

the survey, Mr. Bernays pointed 
out that a recent report by Dallas 
W. Smythe of the University of 
Illinois, made for the National 
Assn. of Education Broadcasters 
and the Fund for Adult Education 
of the Ford Foundation, showed an 
increase in tv commercials in 1953 
over 1952 of more than 50%. 

Some typical comments and sug- 
gestions in Mr. Bernays’ survey 
were:

I am sure that 
they cause many viewers to deter- 
mine never to buy the advertiser’s 
product.”

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Thrift Bonus Corp. 
Pays Consumers 3% 
on Year’s Purchases 


New York, Jan. 26—Thrift Bo- 
nus Corp., a new group formed by 
several advertising agency and 
marketing executives at 220 E. 
42nd St., has come up with a retail 
merchandising plan to promote 
bank savings accounts. 

Designed for food supermarkets, 
department stores and other high- 
volume outlets, the plan pays the 
consuming subscriber a 3% bonus 
on money he spends during the 
year for food, clothing, appliances 
and other products, if the sub- 
scriber agrees to open a bank sav- 
ings account. 

Here, in brief, is how the plan 
works: The consumer buys an 
annual identification card for $10, 
then shops at stores on the “thrift 
bonus” list. Thereafter he mails 
his sales receipts—which are 
marked with his code number— 
and his savings account book each 
month to Thrift Bonus Corp. 


a The company then checks the 
receipts and sends the 3% bonus 
to the cardholder’s savings account 
at the Knickerbocker Federal Sav- 
ing$ Loan Assn.; the bank then 
mails the savings book to the con- 
sumer. Thrift Bonus, meanwhile, 
clears the receipts and bills in- 
dividual stores. 

Stores will pay $1,000 for a min- 
imum two-year contract, which 
Thrift Bonus said will provide 
funds for advertising and promot- 
ing the plan to recruit cardholders. 
Participating stores and banks 
will make $5 for every new card- 
holder they sell. 

Food supers, because they have 
“a lower markup,” will get an ar-- 
rangement whereby they’ll be 
billed “only 40¢ on the first $40” 
of business brought in by the plan. 

Members of Thrift Bonus Corp. 
said the plan gives a store ‘‘access 
to the high traffic that is generated 
by the advertising and reputation 
of stores in other industries in the 
plan. All advertising and promo- 
tion of the plan will be mutually 
beneficial.”

NEw York, Jan. 26—Johnson & 
Johnson, which has been testing 
a baby shampoo guaranteed not to 
bring tears to the eyes of the 
shampooed, last week put on a 
full-scale comedy sketch called “No 
More Tears” for the edification of 
more than 100 drug dealers and 
press people. 

The sketch, which featured five 
Broadway actors and a 10-piece 
orchestra, was a fairy tale in 
which 11,000 residents of a town 
suddenly become bald and, subse- 
quently recover their locks when 
they find a way to wash hair with- 
out burning the eyes. The entire 
company then sings: “When it’s 
shampoo time, we can all be gay, 
‘cause we'll be shampooing the 
Johnson way; Johnson’s' baby 
shampoo won’t burn your eyes— 
you can calm your fears, there’ll 
be no more tears.” 


® Product testing ran from last 
April through October in Toledo, 
Providence, Columbus, Buffalo, 
Indianapolis and Louisville, where 
full and half-pages were alter- 
nated every week in local Sunday 
supplements for the first three 
months.

Tue epirors of The Canton Repository knew this feeling. 
They knew it from men to whom they had talked . . . and they 
knew it, some of them, from having been on other firing lines 
in other wars at other Christmas times. 

The newspaper, as it always does, saw the need . . . and it 
stepped into the breach.

In 1951, for the first time, The Repository organized its 
readers to help bring “Christmas to Korea.” Friends and relatives 
of servicemen were asked to send in the names and addresses of 
their fighting men. 

The public was asked to clip coupons from the paper and

And what of the community itself? 

In 1951 over 1,300 area people volunteered, through The 
Repository, to send packages to 612 boys whose names they 
very likely had never heard. In 1952, 1,200 local people volun- 
teered to send gift parcels to 419 servicemen.

From wilderness to park 


IN TWO DAYS 


HARLESTON, WEST VIRGINIA, awakened Tuesday 

morning, June 28, 1950, as it had for all of its 
156 years, without a park. On Wednesday evening, 
more than 25,000 of Kanawha County's 239,629 citi- 
zens converged on Coonskin Park, watched a baseball 
game on a newly-graded diamond, drove over two miles 
of brand-new roads, cooked picnic lunches on 25 cement- 
setting fireplaces serving 50 freshly-cut picnic tables, 
and danced on a pavilion that had sprung up between 
dawn and dusk. 


In two days’ time, 850 acres of timber and brush land 
had been transformed into a recreational area to serve 
the people of Charleston and Kanawha County. 


But “Operation Coonskin” didn’t just happen. 


It took cooperation between labor and management. 
It took the unified efforts of thousands of city and 
county citizens. And it took the biggest promotional 
and publicity campaign ever staged locally for such 
an undertaking. 


Tue crv's equipment dealers donated more than 
$500,000 worth of land-moving apparatus; the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor gave 5,500 man-hours of its 
members’ time; innumerable business concerns chipped 
in with trucks, supplies and technical know-how. The 
Kanawha Game and Fish Association dug down and 
fished out $2,500 to buy fishing equipment for the two 
artificial lakes of three acres each which had been dug. 
When an emergency call went out for rough lumber 
two days before the big push, a lumber mill went into 


operation on Sunday—without pay—and was happy 
to do it. 


This combination of concentrated effort on the part 
of the community's businesses and citizens came about 
when one man, W. T. Coleman, a contractor, came to 
The Charleston Gazette with his idea for “Operation 
Coonskin” and asked if the newspaper, would put it 
over. The task was accepted gladly. 


For nearly eight weeks, The Gazette devoted page 
one stories and editorials to the operation. During that 
time, almost every available employee of the news- 
paper's editorial, photographic and promotion staffs 
haunted the proposed park-land, writing stories, taking 
pictures, and cooperating in any and every way so that 
“Operation Coonskin” could become a reality. 


Or COURSE, “Operation Coonskin” could not have 
come about without cooperation from a hundred vari- 
ous forces—many of them competitive. But one fact is 
certain and stands out—a newspaper’s channelized 
efforts brought together these dissident and different 
forces so that a wilderness became a recreational spot 
for this generation and future generations to add to 
and enjoy.

Stopping at Hawaii on his way across the 
Pacific, he travelled to Korea (where he 
remained for several weeks), Japan and 
Okinawa. He then continued on to Europe 
where he toured military bases in Austria, 
Germany, and France. Wherever Dave trav- 
eled, he found Cincinnati boys and girls, 
hundreds of them, in the front lines, on 
fighting ships, and at every type of post, camp, 
and station. He found them happy to meet 
someone from home, eager to have their 
interviews and candid camera pictures printed 
for the folks back home in their favorite 


newspaper. Dave captured this feeling of 
hominess. He captured the feeling of Amer- 
ica’s fighting men, in the language they knew 
the folks at home could understand.

5 inagd was the headline in The Cincinnati 

Times-Star. Similar reports of tragedy had 
appeared with sickening frequency during the 
scorching summer of 1945. By October Cincin- 
nati’s drowning toll stood at 15. 

The Times-Star, of course, could do nothing 
about the tropical weather which drove Cincin- 
natians each summer to seek relief in the city’s 
rivers, pools and ponds. But its editors were 
confident there was something it could do to 
reduce the appalling number of those who 
sought relief only to find death. 

There was, and with characteristic initiative, 
energy and dedication to public service the 
Times-f tar acted! 


By tHe FoLLowING summer it was ready, in 
cooperation with the Red Cross and the Recrea- 
tion Commissions of Cincinnati and neighboring 
Norwood, to launch the Junior Swim, the most 
extensive program of free swimming instruction 
in proportion to population the United States 
has ever seen. 

Children thronged from all over the metro- 
politan area to get into the Swim. That first 
summer more than 13,500 learned the funda- 
mentals of keeping their heads above water. 
Nearly half won Red Cross certificates of swim-

ming proficiency. Many became experts in life- 
saving. 

In the intervening years the Junior Swim has 
grown annually until today well over 100,000 
young Cincinnatians are thanking the Times- 
Star for the knowledge that helps insure their 
safety in and around water. 

To promote the Junior Swim each summer 
the Times-Star prints 70,000 miniature “extras” 
announcing plans for the program and distrib- 
utes them to all the schools in Hamilton County. 
It follows up in the regular editions with liberal 
space for news and pictures during the nine 
weeks of the Junior Swim, illustrating the steps 
of learning to swim, dive and save lives. 

Last summer, after eight years of the Junior 
Swim, the city’s drowning toll was slashed from 
the fifteen of 1945 to seven. Within a few more 
years the Times-Star is confident it can cut 
deaths by drowning to an irreducible minimum. 
Then it will hold them there, by continuing to 
waterproof young Cincinnati.

Let’s start with the local merchant. He’s important to the 
local community, to the national advertiser, to the news- 
paper. And in Dayton, Ohio, the newspapers do things 
for him! 

The ads reproduced here are examples of that help. One 
such ad has been published every two weeks throughout 
1953, varying in size from five columns by eighteen inches 
to a full page in three colors. Each was carefully designed 
to broaden the Dayton retail trading area, to pull more 
purchasers into Dayton’s 4,000 retail stores. Against such 
a background, both national and retail advertising be- 
comes more productive, 

But that’s just the starting point in the story of com- 
munity service performed by newspapers in Dayton, Ohio. 

Let’s see what happened during 1953.... 

January—Over 60.000 elementary school children par- 
ticipated in a three-month long Miami Valley Spelling Bee. 
And community leaders attended a special banquet honor- 
ing the newspaper's honor newspaperboys for excellent 
service the previous year. 

February—Thousands of spectators enjoyed the Golden 
Gloves, and their admissions contributed to local charity. 

April and May—A series of public health forums helped 
thousands of interested citizens to learn more about health. 
These informative sessions were sponsored by Dayton 
newspapers in cooperation with the city’s leading doctors. 

Late spring—Gardeners throughout the Miami Valley 
started to prepare for the newspaper's garden contest. 


They beautified their yards and their community and 
entered the garden contest. 

At the same time Squash and Tennis tournaments plus 
a boys’ baseball school interested thousands of spectators 
and participants. 

July and August— Camera enthusiasts spent two months 
shooting favorite scenes, then entered their photos in the 
annual snapshot contest. 

In the tall the P.1.A.’s and the schools cooperated with 
the Dayton newspapers in developing an interest in safety 
among school children. Newspaper safety crusade pledges 
were signed by 45,000 grade school students and their 
parents, and each child received a colorful safety re- 
minder badge which they will wear proudly throughout 
the year. Schools also received special newspaper-created 
material for school assembly skits and plays. 

Football, basketball and bowling also come into their 
share of attention. Bowling tournaments are planned, and 
city and valley coaches in all leagues met with newspaper 
sports writers and editors to se ect all-star teams. This 
was followed by the all-star East-West game Thanksgiving 
Day and the presentation of trophies, all newspaper- 
sponsored. 

Then the Passion Play was brought to Dayton. It played 
to a packed house for over a week. The results were thou- 
sands of people entertained, plus $10,000 profit for charity. 

This was followed by the newspaper's promotion of the 
Old-time Newsies’ scholarship program. A special treasure

hunt was staged in cooperation with local Plymouth 
dealers, and thousands of people were attracted to Dayton 
on the first night opening of Dayton stores for the 1953 
Christmas season. In addition, the Newsies’ scholarship 
fund received several thousand dollars to send more news- 
paperboys to college. Up to this year iney had already 
provided college scholarships to fifty boys. 

A timely Christmas program, conducted in cooperation 
with churches throughout the Miami Valley, interested 
thousands of youngsters and their parents throughout the 
area. The children and their parents read a series of 
specially created Bible stories emphasizing the real mean- 
ing of Christmas, and they entered a Bible picture-drawing 
contest for grand family prizes. 

Then came the newspaper’s good fellow Christmas 
promotions which raise thousands of dollars every year 
for charity. 

The year closed with the local newspaperboys’ day. This 
is a special day set aside for newspaper readers to reward 
their newspaperboys for a year of faithful service. The 
publisher provides each newspaperboy his papers free on 
this day and subscribers contribute over $200,000 in 
appreciation. 

In 1954 these programs will be repeaied. And addi- 
tional programs of interest to the community will be 
added. All of them to be sponsored, promoted and de- 
veloped by Dayton newspapers as a public service to 
those they serve every day.

graduates. 
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HE MOST DISTINCTIVE thing about Long Beach’s 
"Rae high school graduating class of June, 
1948, when compared with classes of years before, 
was that the class of ’48, in a few heart-tearing mo- 
ments, taught this city of 350,000 a lesson it might 
otherwise have taken a generation to learn. 


The class of ’48 taught this city the fragility of 
young lives in the automobile age. The class of ’48 
gave up the lives of four of its members in the teaching. 


Four graduating seniors were killed instantly in an 
auto crash while returning from an all-night gradu- 
ation night frolic out of town. The pattern of their 
deaths was familiar to teen-agers’ parents throughout 
the nation. 


In Long Beach, however, the Independent and 
Press-Telegram helped its people alter the pattern. 


Before the memory of the four youngsters could 
fade into the anonymity of the city’s traffic casualty 
lists, the Independent and Press-Telegram rallied its 
school, civic and youth leaders into a campaign to 
prevent a similar tragedy. 


The graduate’s desire to spend the night “on the 
town” was recognized as a tradition that was here to 
stay. Working with representatives from both news- 
papers, the city’s youth decided that the only answer 
to the graduation night traffic problem was to create 
a safe and sane celebration by bringing the bright 
lights and name entertainment stars to Long Beach.

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LMOST ANY SUMMER day in the heart of 
A downtown Louisville a little boy, Bobby 
by name, will be sitting on the doorstep of a 
tenement house. Above him is the clear, blue 
sky, and before him the hot, dusty streets. 


When school’s out most children take play 
for granted. If they’re lucky they can count 
on a vacation at a lake or on the coast—or 
hikes in the country—or an afternoon’s swim 
—at any rate lots of sunshine and fresh air.

camping. Maybe Bobby’s home is broken; 
maybe his father is dead or there is illness in 
the family; maybe just poverty. At any rate 
it’s for these less fortunate children that the 
Fund was begun some thirty years ago. 


Soctat Groups then were interested in of- 
fering a summer outdoors for underprivileged 
youngsters and established a system for select- 
ing the worthiest and finding a camp where 
they could spend an enjoyable vacation. In 
1924 they turned to the newspapers for help 
in publicizing their efforts. 

Since then The Courier-Journal and The 
Louisville Times have sponsored the fund- 
raising campaign each June. 

Thousands of contributors gladly open their 
hearts and pocketbooks to these kids. All con- 
tributions go directly for giving summer hap- 
piness; operating expenses are absorbed by 
the newspapers. 

Not even during the depression did the 
Fund dwindle. Actually it has kept growing. 
From a goal of $2,500 in 1937 to send 214 
undernourished kids to camp the campaign 
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has reached the $10,161 mark, providing 
fresh air and sunshine for 377 children. 


All of the youngsters, between 9 and 14 
years old, are chosen by the Community 
Chest’s Health and Welfare Council and 
other public agencies. After careful screening 
to select the worthiest, the Health Department 
gives free medical examinations and necessary 
inoculations. 


Three Y.W.C.A. and Y.M.C.A. camps 
within a few miles of Louisville are engaged 
for the 11-day periods. Here the youngsters 
receive the same training as any child whose 
parents could afford to pay for the camping 
session. 


What makes the camp most beneficial for 
the boys and girls? All the swimming, hiking, 
softball, milk and good food naturally help 
Bobby and the rest. Add to this the joy in 
their hearts and the roses in their cheeks. 


Ano, OF COURSE, the Fresh Air Fund will 
go on. It will continue to make a dream 
come true.

—sparks change in election lans

OTES TRADED for whiskey or beer .. . Votes from vacant lots, bars, 
poolrooms ... A 100 percent “civic pride” rating in the cothouse 
district . . . Crossing of ward lines on election day, and ghost voting. 


That's a sampling of the illness in Oklahoma City’s election system 
the Oklahoma City Times found after a month-long investigation. 


It was all told in a series of stories for readers of the Oklahoma City 
Times and The Daily Oklahoman. 


Readers got their dander up, and the state legislature answered by 
changing the state election laws, calling for a statewide re-registration of 
voters to clear election rolls of “ghosts.” No longer can an accommodat- 
ing hand cast ballots for names on the vote rolls without being discovered. 


Anonymous callers set Oklahoma City Times city hall reporter, Jim 
Jackson, on the trail after a city council primary election last March 17. 
That set the stage for The Times’ trap during the general election three 
weeks later. 


Two Times staffmen, desk workers unfamiliar to the police and other 
city employes who hang around the walk-up hotel district, came to work 
on election day dressed like typical skid-row characters. They allowed their 
votes to be bribed for a promised drink of whiskey, in dry Oklahoma. 


Jackson then started a search of election records with the cooperation 
of county election officials. Indications of fraudulent voting were so 
numerous that other Times reporters joined in, until just about every 
member of the staff was working on some phase of the investigation. 


Oklahoma City Times city hall reporter. 


All the information was turned over to the county attorney. Six city 
employes were charged with election fraud. All lost their jobs. One was 
convicted, four pleaded guilty and another was acquitted. 


A grand jury was called and confirmed the wholesale election frauds. 
While regretting it could not touch the masterminds behind the skul- 
duggery, it voted the community's thanks to The Times and urged it 
to keep a watchful eye to prevent new frauds in the future. 


Meanwhile, voters in Oklahoma are casting their ballots under a new 
law. From now on, they can be sure their votes will count, instead of 
being cancelled out by ghost votes on the other side. 


Tuis 1s only one example of the concern and vigilance exercised by the 
Oklahoman and Times during the past 50 years for good government, 
civic betterment and cultural advancement in Oklahoma.

F: MANY YEARS, Midwest agricultural and soil conservation 
agents have been preaching the urgent need for soil and moisture 
conservation. 


But, until 1945, few farmers were listening. 


Located in the “bread-basket” of the nation and close to the 
farmers, the Omaha World-Herald recognized how vitally important 
it is to the country to save the topsoil. A strong new stimulus was 
needed to help sell the soil conservation idea and it looked like the 
sort of job that required the active, far-reaching influence of a 
newspaper.

IS SIGNIFICANT that when somebody in a community adopts a 
cause, he turns to the local newspaper for support. It happens all 
the time. 


That’s what Roger Christie did when he decided to take the lead 
in building a cerebral palsy school-clinic for children in Paducah, Ky. 


The Paducah Sun-Democrat responded, as usual, and provided the 
medium needed to fan public interest in the undertaking. That it did the 
job well is evidenced by the fact that the school-clinic was completed 
in just a few short months. 


Carpenters, plumbers, brick masons, painters, and electricians donated 
their work. Some 20 materials dealers gave of their stocks. The Charity 
League donated $7,000, proceeds of their Follies. The Lions Club gave 
the $2,500 members raised with a radio auction. 


But there was still a need for hard cash. At this point, the newspaper 
assumed the responsibility of a public appeal. Its goal of $4,700 was 
quickly surpassed; the fund went to $6,000.

OWARD THE END of 1951, a young Roanoke 

life insurance salesman, George E. O'Hara, 
became concerned over the growing number of 
traffic accidents in Roanoke and across the nation. 
O'Hara, vice president of the Roanoke Junior 
Chamber of Commerce and vice chairman of the 
U. S. Jaycee Safety Committee, approached the 
Roanoke newspapers with a plan. 


The plan was for the Roanoke Jaycees and the 
Roanoke newspapers to join in a Campaign to put 
reflective tape on the rear bumpers of automobiles. 
O’Hara was confident that wide-spread use of the 
tape would substantially reduce rear-end collisions. 
Equipped with the tape, vehicles could be seen a 
much greater distance, he contended. 


Editors of the Roanoke newspapers agreed en- 
thusiastically. In February 1952, the campaign 
began. Stations, manned by Jaycees, were set up in 
the city to apply the tape free of charge. An intense 
publicity campaign was carried forward by the 
newspapers. Local industries and motor carriers 
took up the idea and equipped their vehicles with 
tape. In all, approximately 3,000 Roanoke vehicles 
were equipped with the five-foot reflective strips. 


Tue resurts were impressive. Roanoke police 
records showed 85% decrease in rear-end collisions 
for the first nine months of 1952. 


Encouraged by the Roanoke success, the Board 
of Directors of the U. S. Junior Chamber of Com- 
merce adopted the plan as a ational project in 
August, 1952. With O'Hara as chairman of the 
U. S. Jaycee Safety Committee, the project caught 
on rapidly throughout the country. 


Recently, the “Lite-a-Bumper for Safety” idea 
went international, spreading to Canada, Mexico, 
Hawaii and elsewhere. An estimated 3,000,000 
vehicles now carry the reflective tape. O'Hara is 
serving as a national director of the U. S. Junior 
Chamber. 


“Without your help,” he recently wrote the 
Roanoke newspapers, “this project could never 
have become a reality.”

oo HAS an excellent park system, one 
of the best. But there was a feeling that 
something more was needed. After all, parks 
were blocks away from many homes, and busy 
streets can be dangerous for small children. 
Besides, mothers like their children to play close 
to home, to be sure of their safety. 

The Spokane Daily Chronicle felt this need, 
too, and jointly sponsored the Home Playground 
Contest in cooperation with the Spokane Coun- 
cil of Parents and Teachers. That was in 1947, 
and 66 playgrounds were entered. In 1953, 
more than 600 playgrounds were in the contest. 
Seven local judges visited them all, finally select- 
ing the one pictured above, the work of the 
Reverend and Mrs. Glen L. Chandler, to win 
the gold cup. 

As can be seen by the picture, the emphasis 
is not on fanciness, but on play equipment the 
children can use. Most of the equipment in 


Mr. Chandler’s entry was homemade — it took 


work, imagination, and love of children rather 
than a fancy budget. The picture shows the 
swings, teeter-totter, sandbox, basketball hoops 
and bandminton net. In addition, the play- 
ground has an elaborate tree house, gym bar 


and outdoor table and benches. 


One oF THE most interesting projects did 
not qualify for the contest as it was not a home 
playground. Members of a local church leveled 
off several lots near the church and installed 
playground equipment. Their changing an eye- 
sore into a neighborhood asset exemplifies the 
spirit of the contest. For, as the church members 


know, the real winners are not the people who 


earn gold cups and other awards. The real win- 
ners are the kids—kids who now have safe, in- 


teresting, convenient places to play. 


So rr ts with all the many community service 
projects of the Spokane Daily Chronicle.

Ss” YEARS AGO, 229 of the some 31,550 Toledo 

boys and girls enrolled in 83 schools were ac- 
cident victims. That was 7.2 accidents for each 
1,000 students. 


And this set the Toledo Blade wondering if there 
wasn’t some way it could reduce the accident toll. 


In September, 1947, The Blade’s Green Banner 
Safety Campaign set out to make kids aware of the 
need for being careful. The idea was simple. Ac- 
cident-free schools would fly banners provided by 
The Blade and their students would all wear badges 
certifying that they were being careful. In schools 
where accidents occurred, the banners would have 
to come down and the badges be put away until the 
youngsters had again gone a reasonable time with- 
out mishap. 

The idea worked. 

A year or two later, with accidents well on the 
decline, a Green Banner mascot was introduced. 
He was ELMER, a make-believe elephant “who 
never forgot the safety rules” and who soon became 
a real symbol of safety to thousands of small fry. 


A sour THEN, somebody had the notion that a 


real-life elephant ought to be more effective than 
an imaginary one. 

That led The Blade to spend $4,000 on a pint- 
sized 4-year-old Indian elephant. Standing no 
higher than a fourth-grader, the new mascot arrived 
in July, 1952, and was promptly turned over to 
the boys and girls of Toledo as their own. Now 
ELMER was for real. 

The subsequent discovery that ELMER was a 
girl was embarrassing. To soften that blow, a 
“Name Your Elephant” contest was begun (prizes 
were a puppy and six months’ supply of ice cream 
cones) and shortly ELMER was re-named AMBER 
—which, of course, means Caution. 

This past year, nearly 63,000 boys and girls 
in 138 city as well as county schools tried to re- 
member AMBER’S safety rules. While 163 of them 
became accident victims, the rate was still only 3.5 
per thousand as against 7.6 before The Blade’s 
safety campaign began. 

Or COURSE, THE CAMPAIGN will go on. For 
The Blade will continue to care—as it always has—— 
about the welfare of its readers, even down to the 
very smallest ones.

A Matter of Taste-and Should 
Talent Decide What's Good? 


There has been a good deal of discus- 
sion about the important questions of 
good taste and the inadvisability of allow- 
ing plugs for one advertiser to appear on 
a program paid for by another. Most ad- 
vertisers agreed with the philosophies 
expressed. Yet during the last few weeks 
there were two defiant, ill advised in- 
stances in which talent flagrantly violated 
these tenets. 

The first was committed by Eddie Can- 
tor. This comic, who has long been noted 
for a close association between over-. 
sentimentalized charitable causes and at- 
tempts to increase audience, did his level 
best to give a parasite sponsor a free ride 
on the more than $100,000 a week Colgate 
Comedy Hour. 

As the story goes, Cantor was “doing a 
show” for a POW from Korea. As a pay- 
off the kid was to be sent to New York 
with a $1,000 check from the president of 
Paper-Mate pens. Allegedly Colgate re- 
fused the plug and Gantor was warned 
not to try it. Cantor is reported to have 
left the plug out of the script during the 
rehearsal, only to try to sneak it back in

on the show. NBC rightly pulled the sound 
switch, and left him talking to mutes 
only. 


ws This plug, if it had been given, would 
have been worth $20,000 to the Paper- 
Mate Co. It was actually worth a lot more 
because they could not go out and buy a 
spot that long in Class A time on that 
number of stations to an audience of well 
over 10,000,000 homes. 

Cantor and Paper-Mate seem clearly 
guilty here of bad taste and of trying to 
rob NBC and its affiliated stations of 
rightful revenue. They are also guilty of 
trying to deprive Colgate of its proper 
focus as financier of this project. 

If you want to make a contribution to 
a cause you can hand the check to the 
designated cause quietly backstage, and 
go home feeling that you have done a 
good deed. The publication of the gift 
indicts the sincerity of the giver. 

In this case, except for a single mention 
of the company as the sound was being 
faded, the plot was thwarted by the alert- 
ness of the network. It is to be hoped 


that this is a precedent and will continue 
until this practice has been wiped out. 
It is further to be hoped that the “award” 
racket will be the next target of the wipe- 
out. 


@ The second violation was more shock- 
ing if less concrete. Bing Crosby made 
his first appearance on television for the 
mighty General Electric Co.—a company 
that bends over backward to avoid do- 
ing anything to offend the public. And 
Bing has always posed as a fine family 
man who refused to let any taint of bad 
taste offend his own sons. So what hap- 
pens on the first television show that 
these two paragons of virtue jointly pre- 
sent to family groups sitting in their liv-. 
ing rooms on the Sabbath day? A strip- 
tease tassel tosser whose gyrations would 
have delighted the patrons of the old 
Minsky circuit. A sex-provoking grind 
and bounce artiste whose show-stopping 
dance on Broadway brought the critics 
to reflect on how far they can go without 
being raided. Bless the little children! 


® As the story goes, both agency and cli- 
ent were apprehensive about it. Crosby 
and his mentors insisted they were the 
best judges of what is good showmanship. 
They won. Our guess is that it would 
have been better if GE had canceled the 


Specific Facts About Specific Policies 
Might Strengthen Insurance Copy

The other day a sales manager, talking 
about advertising readership, said this: 
“Over a period of at least two years I 
have read carefully only one advertise- 
ment of a television set. I haven’t been 
interested because I 
have been the satisfied 
owner of a pretty good 
set. I simply have not 
been in the market. 

“Yesterday I read 
that one advertisement 
word for word all the 
way through. That was 


during my morning 
train ride i n from Jomes D. Woolf 
Westport. During the 


noon hour I walked into a Fifth Ave. 
store and bought the set I had read about 
in a matter of minutes. 

“Now why, in contrast to my previous 
indifference, did I not only read that ad 
so carefully but act on it? I'll tell you. 

“Yesterday morning I was in the market 
for a television set. You see, my family 
had persuaded me, the evening before, 
that we simply had to have a second set 
for the playroom. I have often heard my 
friends say they read very little adver- 
tising. At least not carefully and thought- 


fully. That is probably true if they mean 
that they pay close attention to only 1 
or 2% of the ads that cross their field of 
vision. Those few ads are the ones that 
offer a consumer benefit the reader is in 
the market for, consciously and actively, 
or only partially so.” 


ws The advertisement that sold my friend 
is an RCA Victor spread in the Jan. 18 
issue of Life, reproduced herewith. This 
ad, in my opinion, is a fine example of 
competent Salesmanship in Print. First 
of all, it dissipates none of its substance 
in trying with pelicans and hippos to flag 
the attention of non-prospects. The appeal 
is aimed squarely at the 200,000 families 
(or 400,000, or whatever the figure) who. 
among Life’s multi-million body of scan- 
ners are right now in the market. Peli- 
cans, as the readership ratings have shown 
us, might easily flag ten times as many 
indifferent lookers, but indifferent lookers 
are not what this ad is gunning for. 


s Not only is the RCA advertisement de- 
signed deliberately to capture the interest 
of in-the-market prospects. The copy 
gives them the full selling treatment. It 
does a lot of potent pre-selling by answer- 
ing many of the questions the prospective 
purchaser is likely to want answered. 
Note that my friend, after studying this 
ad, made his purchase “in a matter of 
minutes.’ Note, too, that the readers are 
not told vaguely that prices start “as low 
as $179.95.” Illustrated is a specific model

debut and run a repeat film, because the 
dance shattered many illusions about 
Bing and certainly left a bad taste in the 
mouths of family heads in regard to a 
company that would allow this spectacle 
to go on. 

And where were the CBS censors? At 
least in the other instance NBC moved 
in with decision. In the case of Salome 
they had days to cut the offensive sec- 
tion from a film. Unless we get some 
tough administrators of the NARTB code 
backed up by top management, we are 
not going to have protection against tal- 
ent, with unsavory backgrounds in the 
lowest theatrical and night club circles, 
deciding what good taste is. 


s Probably the greatest lesson from these 
experiences is to remember that talent 
must be thought of not as “people,” but 
as chattels with prices on their foreheads, 
like any other machine working for a 
manufacturer. They must be amortized 
over a period of time and from the actu- 
aries comes the table of depreciation. The 
minute a sponsor lets talent decide all 
problems in the area of good taste and 
ethical behavior, he may be letting him- 
self in for trouble. 


s If they won’t go along? Well, step up 
the table of depreciation—every one of 
them is expendable. 


at a definite price—‘The new Master 
21...for only $199.95.” 


a Now compare the RCA spread with the 
Prudential page, also shown here. The 
picture device strikes me as being unusu- 
ally effective as an attention-grabber, and 
I predict that the professors of reader- 
ship will report favorable findings. Grant- 
ing that the restrained emotional appeal 
may make some procrastinating fathers 
and husbands reflect sadly on their negli- 
gence, what else can we say of this adver- 
tisement as an instrument of Salesman- 
ship in Print? Very little, it seems to me. 
We find in the copy none of the elements 
of persuasion and conviction that we see 
in the RCA advertisement. 

But perhaps this gentle plea to derelict 
daddies is as far in the direction of sales- 
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manship as insurance advertising should 
go. Perhaps insurance copy should be 
planned and written on the assumption 
that husbands and fathers are never con- 
sciously in the market for life insurance. 
If this is the general assumption, and it 
certainly seems to be, then I suggest the 
insurance companies might very prof- 
itably take a fresh look at the problem. 


a To begin with, I believe I can make a 
pretty good case for the proposition that 
husbands and fathers are in the market, 
day in and day out, for life insurance. On 
this very day, during this very hour, 
countless hundreds of men are engaged 
in the act of buying a policy. Countless 
hundreds and thousands of others will 
sign on the line tomorrow, and on the 
next, and the next, and the next. Count- 
less others, reflecting guiltily that their 
insurance program is woefully inade- 
quate, are waiting to be sold. 

I think it is true that most men—and 
women, too—know very little about life 
insurance. They know there are many 
different kinds of policies, each designed 
for a different need, but that’s about as 
far as their knowledge goes. They are

apprehensive over the cost of insurance, 
and they are fearful that the insurance 
agent will high-pressure them into com- 
mitting them into heavier premiums than 
they can afford. It isn’t that they don’t 
understand their need for the security; 
it’s that they don’t understand life insur- 
ance—what it is exactly, how it works 
and what it costs. Often it is the barrier 
of ignorance that keeps them out of the 
market. 


© It is my opinion, based on considerable 
experience in this field, that life insur- 
ance can be explained most clearly and 
believably in terms of specific policies. 
The RCA ad offers a specific model at a 
definite price. The copy tells the reader 
that the Master 21 is such-and-such a set, 
that it will perform in such-and-such a 
way, and that it costs just so much. 

Example, as we all know, is far more 
understandable than precept, and specif- 
ics are more credible than generalities. 
Insurance advertising, in my opinion. 
ought to get down to cases with the Amer- 
ican public. It is overlooking an immense 
opportunity by its failure to use educa- 
tional copy. 


Techniques Bound to Change to Meet 
Advance of Discount House

Because the strongest-willed among us 
succumbs at least occasionally to the 
temptation to say “I told you so,” perhaps 
I’ll still rate absolution if I for this once 
chortle that so-human refrain. 

You see, I have been observing for some 
little while that the “depredations,” so- 
called, of the discount house would, in 
time, compel changes in traditional dis- 
tribution and discount techniques and 
practices. In other words, it has been my 
position that—like it or not—the dis- 
count house is destined to wax still 
stronger; that it cannot be legislated out 
of existence because it satisfactorily 
serves a substantial and growing segment 
of our shopping public, and that as mar- 
kets become more competitive, its very 
grewth will compel other marketing fac- 
tors to turn to new concepts instead of 
renewed lamentations in order to combat 
its inroads. 


a The general trend that has come into 
evidence quite recently among the large 
appliance producers to make pooled cars 
available to retailers on a somewhat low- 
er basis is really directly traceable to the 
pressure the discount house has put on 
traditional outlets. It is, however, little 
more than a gesture; it merely inches in 
the direction of enabling traditional out- 
lets to compete, price-wise, with the dis- 
count house. 

A much more positive step in this same 
direction was quite recently disclosed by 
Joel Goldblatt, president of the 15-store 
Goldblatt department chain in Chicago. 
Under this plan—and apparently it has 
been approved by several furniture man- 
ufacturers, by at least one producer of 
television and radio receivers, and by the 
local General Electric distributor—here 
is what happens: 

1. The store carries a minimum inven- 
tory. This inventory is large enough for 
selling purposes, but it is not intended 
basically for immediate delivery of pur- 
chases. 

2. When the store has made a sale, 
the manufacturer or the distributor is 
informed of the details. 

3. Shipment is then made directly to 
the store’s customer—let me repeat that: 


the shipment is then made directly to the 
shopper—by either the manufacturer or 
the distributor. 

4. The same plan is apparently also 
being operated through one or more 
wholesalers. 


ws Mr. Goldblatt declares that his stores 
have more than doubled their volume on 
several General Electric appliances since 
arrangements for direct shipment to his 
stores’ customers were carried out by the 
local GE distributor. He reports equally 
striking results with another big-ticket 
line, otherwise unidentified, where similar 
arrangements were made. 

It is Mr. Goldblatt’s contention that 
this plan of direct shipments by manu- 
facturer, or distributor, or wholesaler, to 
a store’s customers represents a poten- 
tially powerful technique for meeting the 
competition of the discount house. And he 
takes this position even though he agrees 
that a “certain percentage” should be 
added to the wholesale price to cover the 
direct shipment. 

The advantages for the store appear to 
sum up as follows: 

1. The store knows what its total costs 
will be. As matters now stand, there are 
so many inconclusive variables and so 
many imponderables in retail merchan- 
dising (most of which take the ultimate 
form of markdowns) that the retailer is 
never certain what his final total costs 
will come to. 

2. Since the manufacturer takes the re- 
sponsibility for delivery, there is not 
only a delivery saving to the store, but 
there is a considerable saving to the re- 
tailer in handling and refinishing charges. 

3. The retailer should be able to cut 
his markdowns considerably because 
there will be no need for close-outs at 
reduced prices, etc. 

4. The retailer presumably will find it 
possible to order new models, new items, 
etc., faster because he will have less 
money tied up in warehouse stocks. He 
will always be “open to buy.” 

5. Warehouse costs, in addition to the 
several already touched on, will be cut 
sharply. And on big-ticket items this mat- 
ter of warehouse costs is a considerable 
factor. 

6. The retailer’s promotions can be con- 
centrated on the fastest-moving numbers, 
instead of on “dogs,” which is an un- 
fortunate but widespread retail habit.

Last Saturday morning our wife asked us please to replace the pane of 
glass in our dining room window which we had unfortunately cracked trying 
to hammer the window into a tighter fit against the sill and the knife-like 
edge of icy air that’s been seeping in ever since the weather turned really cold. 

Well, just before noon we went to our local hardware store and bought a 
pane of glass. We set it on the back seat of the car. Then, on second thought, 
we put it on the floor—just so it would be already there and wouldn’t fall 
and break if we had to stop abruptly. 

Got the thing home safely and found the little woman had some lunch 
ready. During lunch we leafed through a copy of The Saturday Evening Post 
and came across your very interesting ad—demonstrating how big trucks 
wouldn’t break up roads if states and municipalities built them properly in 
first place, with sheets of steel or slabs of formica or something under the 
surface. We became intrigued with your example of how even a \%th inch 
pane of single strength glass would stay intact if jumped on when placed on 
a piece of plywood. 

After lunch we got out our carpenter’s rule and measured the thickness of 
the glass we had just bought. One-eighth of an inch exactly. Then we went 
down to the basement and got a piece of 3% inch plywood we remembered 
having down there. 

When we arrived in the kitchen with it, the wife said, ““You’re not going to 
board the window up, are you?” We looked upon her with masculine disdain 
and replied, “Of course not. We’re going to conduct an experiment.” 

We placed the plywood on the floor. Then we placed the pane of glass 
squarely upon it and stepped back one pace. When the little woman tried 
forcibly to restrain us, we informed her that unfounded supposition should not 
be permitted to stand in the way of modern science. Then we jumped—just 
like the man in the illustration. 

The better half didn’t say, “I told you so.” She just turned away and started 
to wash the dishes. We put the pieces in the trash basket, returned the ply- 
wood to the basement, got on our hat and coat and made another trip to the 
hardware store. 

With the check, would you please send another experiment? And would you 
mind making it one you tried yourself first? We have a little face-saving to do.

7. Delivery to the store’s customer may 
actually be faster than has been the case 
under former arrangements. At worst, 
delivery usually takes only from one to 
several days longer. 

8. Too often, retailers are out of wanted 
items, frequently at the peak of the sea- 
son, because they are afraid of becoming 
over-stocked, especially on big-ticket 
merchandise. This has cut into volume 
quite seriously. It would be almost com- 
pletely eliminated under this plan. 

Now I would hate to create the impres- 


sion that I consider this plan to be all to 
the good. It is not calculated to arouse 
great enthusiasm among some manufac- 
turers, especially manufacturers of long 
lines, who would be promptly presented 
with both a manufacturing and a ware- 
housing problem. It also transfers to the 
manufacturer, or the distributor, or the 
wholesaler, functions that are tradition- 
ally retail functions, and as it is, retailers 
are asking suppliers for more and more, 
and too often doing less and less. The

the wholesaler are taking over too many 
retail functions and, to date, at no shrink- 
age in the retailer’s total mark-on. 

Of course, Mr. Goldblatt makes the 
point that, in this instance, his organiza- 
tion is willing to see its percentage shriv- 
eled somewhat, although whether the 
shrinkage would be sufficient to compen- 
sate the manufacturer or the other dis- 
tributive factors for the costs they as- 
sume is something about which I am not 
especially optimistic. 

Finally, there is the question whether 
the presumed savings would be passed 
along to the shopper, and that, in turn, 
brings up Fair Trade. 

However, my purpose in directing at- 
tention to this intriguing plan of Gold- 


blatt’s is not so much to analyze its pros 
and cons, as to point out that it repre- 
sents just one of the many plans that will 
soon begin to hatch as traditional retailers 
begin to fight back, merchandisingly in- 
stead of complainingly, at the discount 
house. 

It is my conviction that the discount 
house will grow faster in 1954 than in any 
year since the end of World War II. I say 
that because the biggest block in the path 
of the discount house has been tight mar- 
kets. Now it appears that markets have 
softened; indeed, at least some markets 
have softened to the point where at least 
some of the Fair Trade evasion tactics 
that were quite common before the last 
war are again popping up. Simultane- 


ously, a public that is just beginning to 
think in terms of tighter home budgets 
may look for lower prices more assidu- 
ously than it did in the recent years of 
full employment and plenty of overtime 
pay. 

Consequently, just when established 
retailers will need volume quite desper- 
ately, the force of circumstances may 
tend to favor the discount house. That, 
I think, will in time compel the estab- 
lished retailer to put on his thinking cap 
and to forego his visits to the Wailing 
Wall. When that happens, then more 
plans of this Goldblatt type will be put on 
the desks of manufacturers, distributors 
and wholesalers. :

| Seven Points in Rebuttal 


1. Mr. Weiss refers to these as “manu- 


facturers’ consumer house organs.” 
When properly executed, these are not 
manufacturers’ magazines, they are 
DEALERS’ magazines. 


2. Mr. Weiss makes the statement that 


large sums of money are invested in 
these magazines by manufacturers and 
that this is money which could be bet- 
ter spent in national consumer publica- 
tions and trade publications. The highly 
successful dealer sponsored magazines 
with which I am familiar are largely 
paid for by dealers with a very mini- 
mum absorption, if any, by the manu- 
facturer. 

The degree of manufacturer cost ab- 
sorption is relative to the volume of the 
publication. The higher the volume the 
less absorption by the manufacturer, as 
a rule. In any event, as a cooperative 
dealer program, the manufacturer’s 
share of cost in the ‘dealer sponsored 
magazine” is far below the manufac- 
turer absorption in cooperative news- 
paper promotions, for example. In other 
words, they are not a serious factor in 
decreasing the normal advertising agen- 
cy’s space budget. 


Aid National Coverage 
3. “Dealer sponsored magazines” actual- 


ly reinforce consumer space in national 
magazines. They do this because the 
same advertisement appearing in na- 
tional magazines can be run in the 
“dealer sponsored magazine.” This 
means that the millions of readers of 
national publications are directed to 
the dealer whose name is imprinted on 
the “dealer sponsored magazine” which 
connects, through means of the same 
advertisement, the dealer with the na- 
tional magazine ad the consumer saw 
elsewhere. By what closer method could 
a dealer tie into the national magazine 
advertising at the local level” 


. Mr. Weiss refers to manufacturers’ 


magazines as having several hundred 
thousand circulation. Herein is an error. 
In the case of two companies with which 
I have worked on “dealer sponsored 
magazines,” the circulation runs from 
3% million to over 5,000,000 per issue, 
published from six to eight times a 
year, resulting in up to 40,000,000 mag- 
azines per year. With 16 pages of in- 
fluential subject matter relating to the 
dealer’s business, this means up to 640,- 
000,000 pages of ideas to consumers in 
the dealer’s immediate trading area 
that will influence prospects toward 
the dealer’s and manufacturer’s line of 
business. 

After 10 to 12 years of continuous suc- 
cessful publishing on this scale, it is 
hard to say that the consumer does not 
want these magazines, that they have 
no editorial niche to fill, that they are 
being inadequately and _ inefficiently 
edited, and that they are largely inef- 
fective. 


Surveys Prove Point 


Continuous surveys are conducted in 
both cases with which I am familiar, 
and these have proved conclusively 
that readers get the magazine, that they 
know which dealer sent it to them, they 
like what is in it, they have purchased 


for space sales in consumer and trade 
publications. 

However, in modern day merchandis- 
ing, it is well recognized that there is 
more to selling products than space ad- 
vertising. 

It is the chain reaction from consumer 
influence, trade influence, point of sale, 
follow-through merchandising that gets 
the job done. 

It would be as logical to say that point 
of sale display at a retail dealer’s place 
of business should be eliminated be- 
cause it costs money which could more 
effectively be spent in national publica- 
tions as it would to withdraw the deal- 
er’s retail magazine program at the re- 
tail level. 

Unless retail dealers effectively tie in 
with national advertising at the local 
retail level, a tremendous part of the 


effectiveness of such national advertis- _ 


ing will be lost. 


Supplement—Don’‘t Compete 


1 


This is the purpose of the “dealer spon- 
sored magazine,” the point of sale dis- 
play program, the handout and sup- 
porting literature, the cooperative 
newspaper campaign, and other local 
market promotions. They supplement 
but do not compete with the national 
advertising budget. 


~* 


The fact that the dealer pays for 
“dealer sponsored magazines” is one of 
the best assurances a manufacturer can 
have that the dealer wants it and will 
use it wisely. This is in contrast to the 
endless quantities of free literature, 
which are so liberally wasted and hard 
to track down from a result standpoint. 


. Mr. Weiss may have been exposed to 


some ‘dealer sponsored magazines” 
published by manufacturers who have 
not done a good job. I agree with him 
100% that, when poorly edited, with no 
specific plan and with an abundance of 
manufacturer commercials in the head- 
line illustration and copy, such maga- 
zines are highly ineffective. However, 
national magazines that are not well 
conceived, planned and edited fail also. 
In fact, any product that is not a quality 
article is likely to fail. This, however, 
should in no way condemn products or 
publications that are produced to a 
quality standard. 


Consumer and Dealer Benefit 


The highly successful ‘dealer sponsored 
magazines” that I have been connected 
with for the past 12 years make abso- 
lutely certain that the “consumer bene- 
fit” and the “dealer benefit” both take 
precedence in the editorial policy and 
the merchandising program around the 
“dealer sponsored magazines” in com- 
parison to the personal interests of the 
manufacturer and his product. 

However, the editorial matter and the 
ideas contained in these publications, 
while not dealing direct with products 
in all cases, do relate to the dealer’s and 
manufacturer’s business and thereby 
develop and improve the market op- 
portunity for the dealer’s and manu- 
facturer’s products by sowing seeds in 
the form of ideas that, when they ma- 
ture into sales, present an excellent 
harvest of sales opportunities.

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Here is one of the best mattress ads 
I have ever seen. Its virtues are not 
apparent at a glance. (It’s funny how 
a buyer in a big store can look at an 
ad and instantly pronounce it’s ‘“‘wonder- 
ful” or “lousy”!) I have been really 
studying advertising, making and as- 
sembling case histories, and appraising 
ads, for about 30 years. And although in 
some cases I may see very quickly that 
an ad is poor, it requires some analysis 
of copy to see whether many “average 
appearing” ads have any selling sinew 
or not. This looks like an ordinary ad, 
but its “sell’’ is extraordinary. 

Copy makes this ad. The headline is 
not powerful. But the copy that ac- 
companies the headline, above it and be- 
low it, is calculated copy written out 
of the mind of a man who had a mes- 
sage to communicate with conviction 
and persuasion. 

The same is true of item copy. 

To quote some of the copy from the 
top item: “You’d wonder at the low 
price of this unit if you had seen it be- 
ing built in Simmons plant—so fine was 
the construction detail that went into 
it. Not just ordinary, but heavy gauge 
inner springs—that are comfortably re- 
silient—were covered with pure white, 
immaculately clean layers of fine quality 
cotton. This was enclosed in sturdy cot- 
ton ticking in a pattern that looks almost 
too fine to cover...” 


* * * 


The average adman or woman today— 
of the generation developed from 1939 
to 1953—has little or no conception of 
the pulling, selling power of superior 
copy. Most ad people today, whose ex- 
perience has been confined to the last 
15 years, simply don’t understand sell- 


ing, for they have never had to really 
sell to get response. They have usually 
depended instead on good merchandising 
and low prices. 

It is a shocking, exhilarating, wonder- 
ful discovery to make—that the magic 
of words, just the magic of words itself, 
will make people swarm into retail 
aisles and up to retail racks and coun- 
ters. 

People who write copy like this learn 
the exhilaration of seeing what can be 
the impact of their personalities, their 
wisdom, their earnestness, their sincer- 
ity, their judgment, on the great audi- 
ences editors assemble. 

If—as I suspect is the case—the Eis- 
enhower administration has reversed it- 
self since last summer, we may expect 
the Republicans from here on in to nur- 
ture such inflation as they believe they 
can control. If that is true, the day of 
reckoning which appeared approaching 
last summer, may still be some distance 
away. In which case, it will be some 
time before any great number of ad- 
vertising men and women learn to really 
sell in print. For most of them, being 
human, will go to work to study and 
learn what they can about advertising 
only when they have to.

@ The charges listed above are not 
actually those made in the suit. 
They are contained in an affidavit 
filed by Miss Bishop supporting 
,a motion for the appointment of a 
temporary receiver to handle the 
affairs of Hazel Bishop Inc. pend- 
|ing trial, and the defendants’ deni- 
als are in answering affidavits to 
this motion. 

In April, 1952, Judge Hecht de- 
nied Miss Bishop’s motion for 
temporary receivership on the 
ground that Hazel Bishop Inc. “‘ap- 
parently was a solvent corpora- 
tion.” He noted that as of Jan. 31, 
1952, the cosmetic company had a 
net worth of $130,122.13, exclud- 
ing good will, and referred to a 
sales increase from around $696,- 
110 for the quarter ending Jan. 
31, 1951, to nearly $1,420,880 in 
the comparable 1952 quarter. Re- 
cently (AA, Dec. 14, ’53), Hazel 
Bishop reported that it is “emi- 
nently solvent and prosperous.” 

However, the charges and coun- 
ter charges made in these affi- 
davits are substantially the same 
as those in the original complaint 
(AA, Dec. 7, 53), and they go into 
considerably more detail than the 
|complaint. These affidavits give 
revealing insight into the trying 
‘situations that precipitated Miss 
\Bishop’s original complaint. 


s Commenting on them, Justice 
Hecht observed that the circum- 
|stances concerning the profits ob- 
\tained by Raymond Spector Co. 
and Product Enterprises Corp. “as 
the result of transactions had with 
Hazel Bishop Inc. warrant careful

This is Miss Bishop’s version, as 
\related in her 44-page supporting

= Henry L. Sondheim, treasurer 


of Hazel Bishop Inc., got a salary 
of $12,500 plus disbursements.

Between February and Septem- 
ber, 1951, Miss Bishop relates, Mr. 
Spector “made innumerable abu- 


'sive threats” to her “that he would 


see to it that [she] would not re- 
ceive a dime for her interests in 
Hazel Bishop Inc. and that he 
would render her stock certificates 
and her consultant’s contract 
worthless.” 

In September, 1951, Miss Bishop 
told Mr. Spector “that his threats 
now became important in connec- 
tion with her proposed exercise 
of her option to purchase $12,000 
in debentures” from Mr. Strelsin. 

Mr. Spector replied that she 
“could consider herself washed up 
with Hazel Bishop Inc., her name, 
her lipstick, and any other prod- 
ucts developed by her, and that he 
would see to it that she would 
never get or hold any position in 
the entire cosmetic industry.” 


# He also told her that her stock 
was “worthless to her and of only 
nuisance value and that unless she 
sold her stock and...option to him 
for $5,000 at once, he would see 
to it that Hazel Bishop Inc. made 
no money, and if by some chance 
he was compelled to permit it to 
make some profits, he would di- 
lute the corporation’s stock by 
hundreds of thousands of shares 
until her 20% interest had reached 
the vanishing point.” 

Mr. Spector would see to it, she 
said, that Hazel Bishop Inc. “never 
would have money enough to fi- 
nance itself [and that he and Mr. 
Strelsin] would so disperse income 
as to give them the maximum in 
profits and the minimum in taxes.” 

Miss Bishop decided not to ex- 
ercise her option, in view of the 
above as well as other comments 
made by Mr. Spector. 

On Sept. 18, 1951, the defendants 
formed Product Enterprises Corp. 
which, the affidavit says, makes a 
profit of “about 10¢ and 15¢ per 
item on the small and large sizes 
of” Hazel Bishop Complexion 
Glow which Hazel Bishop Inc. sells 
at $1 and $1.50 retail. Product En- 
terprises’ profits will aggregate 
“approximately $500,000 on the 
amount of 1952 business estimated 
by defendants,” the affidavit re- 
ported. 

Among this company’s directors 
are Mr. Spector, Mr. Sondheim and 
Mrs. Raymond Spector, it was al- 
leged. 


we “In the case of the Complexion 
Glow, the manufacturers of the 
bottles, cartons, etc., deliver same 
to Kolmar Laboratories Inc. and 
bill Product Enterprises Corp. 
therefor. Kolmar _ Laboratories 
also bills Product Enterprises for 


its manufacturing, packaging and 
ishipping charges with respect to 
'Complexion Glow. Product Enter- 
\prises Corp. in turn bills Hazel 
‘Bishop Inc. for Complexion Glow 
‘bottles, cartons, manufacture, 
/packaging and shipping in a very 
much larger amount. 

“Thus it appears that Product 
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Enterprises performs no function | 
which could not be performed by 
Hazel Bishop Inc. itself.” Product |

@ Mr. Spector and Mr. Sondheim | 
were authorized to pay Raymond | 
Spector Co. “for advertising 40% | 
of all sales of Complexion Glow, | 
being approximately the same rate | 
expended for the lipstick alone,” 
even though the ostensible purpose | 
of marketing a second product.

a “Not one single contract, policy, 
bill or payment by Hazel Bishop 
Inc. is submitted to independent 
scrutiny. Defendants have refused 
to supply any facts or figures with 
respect to any aspect of Hazel 
Bishop Inc.’s advertising, and in 
particular, the commissions, fees, 
charges and the like made or re- 
ceived by defendant Raymond 
Spector Co. 

“On occasions too numerous to. 
mention,” Raymond Spector has 
stated that Hazel Bishop Inc. never 
had enough money to finance its 
business, and this was supplied 
through a running account be- 
tween Hazel Bishop Inc. and the. 
advertising agency “in which the | 
former was always the debtor and 
the latter always the creditor.” 

At a stockholders’ meeting in| 
March, 1951, Miss Bishop contin- | 
ues, it was agreed that Hazel Bish- | 
op Inc. would operate on the fol-| 
lowing formula: 30% of net sales | 
for merchandise; 40% for adver-| 
tising promotion and the like; 15% 
for all other operating expenses 
and 15% for net operating profit. 


a However, “defendants have per- 
mitted Hazel Bishop Inc. to earn | 
practically nothing,” she charges, | 
pointing to an accountant’s report 
disclosing a net operating profit of 
0.8% or $22,824.60.

The defendants’ alleged ‘ad-| 


mission” of a $50,000 loss in No- 
vember, 1951, because of “dupli- 
cation of television shows,’ was 
actually a loss of $105,000, Miss 
Bishop says, “while at the same 
time defendants made an adver- 
tising commission through Ray- 
mond Spector Co. of at least 15%, 
or $15,750...defendants undoubt- 
edly also continued to make addi- 
tional profit through Raymar En- 
terprises Inc.”

® Miss Bishop charges that the 
loan to Foster was concealed on 
the books, that the company “was 
a bad risk on the day that the ad- 
vance is claimed to have been 
made” and that the Bishop Inc. 
loan was made so that Raymond 
Spector Co. could appropriate the 
proceeds for re-payment of a pre- 
vious loan made by the agency in 
the amount of $50,000. 

Coming to the conclusion of her 
affidavit, Miss Bishop says the 
reason the defendants are wreck- 
ing their own corporation is “that 
it is part of a conspiracy to force 
me to sell my minority stock as 
they have forced 15 other stock- 
holders to do, or failing that, to 
bring about the insolvency of de- 
fendant Hazel Bishop Inc. to pro- 
vide defendants with a pretext 
for transferring its vital assets to 
themselves or their corporations.

Names Schwegmann 
in Fair Trade Suit 


| New Orteans, Jan. 26—A new 
chapter has been written into the 
_story of Schwegmann Bros. Giant 
/Super Markets and the firm’s war 
‘with fair trade. 

The supermarket operator was 
‘named defendant in a suit filed 
'by Procter & Gamble Distributing 
Co., distributor of P&G products, 
‘alleging violation of fair trade re- 
'strictions. — 

The P&G suit, 37th of a similar 
nature filed against Schwegmann, 
seeks an injunction to restrain the 
firm from further sale of P&G 
products below fair trade prices. 

P&G alleges “grave and irre- 
|parable injury, the precise pecu- 
niary extent of which it is im- 
possible to estimate,” by Schweg- 
mann’s action. The suit contends, 
“It has tended and will tend to 
‘create a belief in the mind of the 
-consumer that products distrib- 
‘uted by plaintiffs are not worth 
the fair trade price.” 


= Commenting on the suit, John 
Schwegmann Jr., partner in the 
firm, said: 

“It is very discouraging to op- 
erate a business under a price- 
fixing law which forces us to raise 
prices 50% above cost on these 
manufactured goods when we can 
| profitably sell them at a 20% 
| markup.” 

Mr. Schwegmann is more to the 
| point in his newspaper ads. For 
| instance, one panel reads: “Lis- 
_terine Antiseptic. We use to sell it 
for 69¢ before an injunction was 
| issued against us. Now we have 
| to sell it at the ‘Fair Trade’ price, 
_which is 79¢. They say ‘Fair Trade’ 
‘is GOOD!!! Good for Whom???”

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Agencies Gain in 
Philadelphia Sales 
Tax Law Decision 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 26—Adver- 
tising agencies in this city do not 
have to pay mercantile taxes on 
their complete billings figures but | 
only on the commissions they re-| 
ceive. This opinion was handed) 
down here by City Solicitor Abra- | 
ham L. Freeman in an official 
letter to Revenue Commissioner 
George S. Forde. 

It settled almost a year of wran- 
gling between the city and agencies 
here after Mr. Forde had declared 
that the three-mill tax must be 
paid on over-all billings. 

In his opinion, the city solicitor 
indicated that an agency should 
“report as its gross receipts, the 
compensation received by it for 
services rendered. Such compensa- 
tion includes fees which it might 
receive from clients for services 
which it renders as well as com- 
missions earned by the agency 
based upon the cost of the adver- 
tising media or the cost of the art | 
work, engraving, printing, etc.,| 
when prepared by the agency or 
purchased from other sources for | 
the account of the client. | 

“The relationship between agen- 
cy and client in dealing with such 
third parties (media, printing, art 
work, ete.) has been defined by 
the courts as principal and 
aad 


ea Agency men here point out 
that this is not in keeping with the 
definition of an agency offered by 
the Four A’s, which is that an 
agency is an independent contrac- 
tor. 

The mercantile tax law, accord- 
ing to Mr. Freeman, does not in- 
clude receipts attributable to any 
service actually performed outside 
of the limits of the city. In an 
adendum to the opinion, the city 
solicitor pointed out that if the 
agency in addition to rendering 
services sells any tangible property 
to its clients, the receipts from 
such sales are taxable. 

“It is our opinion that advertis- 
ing agencies are primarily engaged 
in the performance of personal 
services for their clients, rather 
than in the sale of goods or adver- 
tising space and time,” he declared.

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TV Advertising Is a ‘Necessary 
Evil,’ UNESCO World Survey Finds 


Paris, Jan. 27—The costs of tel- 
evision are so enormous that ad- | 
vertising becomes almost a neces- | 
sary evil. 

This is a conclusion reached in 
“Television: A World Survey,” a 
new report containing complete 
data on every aspect of tv, and) 
published here by the United Na- | 
tions Educational, Scientific and 
Cultural Organization (UNESCO). 

The 184-page report covers tel- 
evision developments in 52 coun- 
tries and territories. It shows that 
in most countries with regular tel- 
evision service, advertising is 
either accepted or due to be intro- 
duced soon. 

The UNESCO survey points out 
that “even in countries where ad- 
vertisements are not normally 
broadcast by the radio,” tv ad- 
vertising is being considered “‘to 
meet the high cost.” 

In West Germany, for example, 
where broadcasting facilities are 
publicly-owned, “plans are being 

iscussed to broadcast a special 
‘Nour of commercial messages en- 
tirely separate from the normal 
broadcast schedule.” In Britain, 
the government is preparing to in- 
troduce commercial television, but 
it also insists on the separation of 
advertising matter from programs. 


a “It is apparent,” states the 
UNESCO report, “that many tele- 
vision broadcasters are eager to 
find additional revenue to meet 
the high expenditure inherent in 
the medium without adopting the 
complete pattern of commercial 
broadcasting prevalent in the 
U. S. and elsewhere.” UNESCO 
admits, however, that it is not yet 
known “whether such a separation 
can be successful from a commer- 


cial point of view’’: in other words, | 
will advertisers accept and sup-| 
port a watered-down version of | 
commercial television? 
A considerable part 


of the 


UNESCO report deals with the 
commercial setup in America and 
special emphasis is placed on the 
criticisms of this system. The sur- 


‘vey points out that “it is frequent- 
‘ly the advertiser and not the sta- 


tion director of programs who de- 


'termines the form and content of 


broadcasts.” 

It also reports that “many coun- 
tries regard with considerable ap- 
prehension” the extension of the 
“broadcast day from early morn- 
ing until late at night.” 


s Still, UNESCO is optimistic 
about tv being a force for good. It 


concludes its report with this re- 


mark: 


the educator, the writer and the 
artist must learn how to present 
their contribution in a manner 
which can be accepted and en- 
joyed by a wide public, while the 
spectator learns to share in treas- 
ures of man’s civilizations which 
hitherto had been remote and in- 
accessible.”

Magazines Will Get 
Three Out of Four 
Rexall Ad Dollars 


Los ANGELES, Jan. 27—More 
than three-quarters of every dol- 
lar that Rexall Drug Co. spends 
on national advertising this year 
will go to magazines, continuing 
a trend the company started a few 
years ago. 

Forecasting a continued upward 
curve for 1954 sales—an estimated 
67% above 1949—Rexall is plan- 
ning a $2,871,000 ad drive. Of this, 
$2,166,000—or 75.5%—is ear- 
marked to cover 144 pages in na- 
tional magazines. Compared to 
1949, a base year for Rexall fig- 
ures, this marks a 1,983% increase 
in magazine advertising expendi- 


tures. 


@ Six years ago, Rexall allocated 
$1,572,000 to advertise its drugs 
nationally; 6.6% of this, or $104,- 
000, went for 10 pages of maga- 
zine ads. By 1952, magazines were 
consuming almost 50¢ of every 
Rexall ad dollar. Last year the 
figure had risen to more than 60¢ 


per dollar, and Rexall ran 100 
| pages in magazines. 

Radio, which cornered 93.4% of 
|Rexall’s national ad budget in 
1949, has dipped to a low second. 
In 1954 it will get 15.8% of the 
drug company’s advertising, in- 
cluding continued sponsorship of 
“Amos ’n’ Andy.” 

Rexall ads have normally con- 
centrated on the bargain special, 
promoting “three Christmases” 
each year. Its schedule is heaviest 
around Christmas and the two 1¢ 
sales its franchised and company- 
owned stores hold in April and 
October. 

Batten, Barton, Durstine & Os- 
born is the Rexall agency.

NEw York, Jan. 29—William H. 
Weintraub & Co. yesterday made a 
bold bid for the biggest advertis- 
ing account currently on the loose. 

Weintraub bought the back page 
of the New York Times to catch 


the attention of 31 top executives 
of Radio Corp. of America, which 


is now in the process of selecting — 


an agency to replace J. Walter 
Thompson Co. Since RCA’s break 


with JWT, the bidding for this | 


$10,000,000 plum has been spirited. 

The Weintraub ad—in the best 
attention-getting tradition—fea- 
tured outsize international Morse 
code symbols for RCA. It was ad- 
dressed to 31 executives of RCA, 
who were listed by name and in- 
formed that “an important mes- 
sage intended expressly for your 
eyes is now on its way to each one 
of you by special messenger.” 

The Weintraub pitch included a 
copy of the ad, a letter and a one- 
page, newspaper-size presentation 
describing the agency and its qual- 
ifications for handling the ac- 
count. This strategy cost Wein- 
traub around $5,000 for the choice 
Times space. 


= “The reason we followed this 
procedure was that it was physi- 
cally impossible to reach 31 sepa- 
rate and important individuals in 
the time allotted,’ Mr. Weintraub 
told ADVERTISING AGE. 

The chances are that Wein- 
traub’s grandstand play will not 
pay off in the billings column. 
Sources at RCA indicated that the 
public pitch met with mixed re- 
action among the higher-ups there 
and that its timing was a little 
late. RCA is believed to be close 
to a decision on the new agency 
assignments. Two of the current 
agencies—Al Paul Lefton Co. and 
Grey Advertising, which now has 
the NBC film division—are ex- 
pected to get more business when 
the reassignments are made, with 
Grey getting the biggest pieee. 

Mr. Weintraub’s ad, which 
brought him many first-night type 
congratulatory wires from the ad- 
vertising fraternity, did, however, 
keep the agency telephone opera- 
tors busy.

Justice Dent. 
Takes ‘Strict’ 
Anti-Trust Stand 


New York, Jan. 28—Top Jus- 
tice Department officials ex- 
pressed their belief today that vig- 
orous enforcement of the anti- 
trust laws are necessary to en- 
courage the growth of America’s 
economy. 

Attorney General Herbert 
Brownell Jr. told the anti-trust 
section of the New York State Bar 


‘Ithat the Eisenhower administra- 
tion is determined to move ahead | ' 


with cases aimed at cracking “re- 
straints on market entry or con- 
trol over prices.” 

Judge Stanley Barnes, head of 
the anti-trust division, told the 
same audience that his organiza- 
tion is anxious to “remove arti- 
ficial barriers to competition.” He 
promised, however, that “no case 
will be filed that is not legally 
sound and in the public interest.” 

The Attorney General pointed 
out that the majority of the cases 
filed during the past year have 
attacked “such traditional viola- 
tions as price fixing, allocation of 
customers or territories and boy- 
cotts.” 

“Our concern for competition, 
moreover, has not been limited to 
the production of goods and serv- 
ices; their efficient distribution is 
also prerequisite to realization 
of anti-trust goals,” he declared. 


# “Connecting the producer with 
the ultimate consumer, a multi- 
tude of distributive services guides 
the traffic from plant to market. 
To the extent that competition in 
distribution efficiently speeds 
goods to consumers, the public en- 
joys the fruits of industry while 
business explores wider areas of 
effective demand. 

“Sluggish and slothful distribu- 
tion, in contrast, can dissipate an- 
ti-trust gains on the research and 
manufacturers’ level, thereby 
draining off benefits meant for the 
consumer and drying up potential 
markets where new business might 
grow. Accordingly, we have been 
alert to remove all clogs in this 
lifeline of production.” 


s Summarizing his personal atti- 
tude toward anti-trust enforce- 
ment, he said: “Anti-trust enforce- 
ment should be a real concern to 
all our people. It should be re- 
membered that business generally 
profits more than any other seg- 
ment of our economy from a pro- 
per administration of anti-trust 
enforcement. Business markets are 
thereby expanded. Profit possibil- 
ities are directly increased, a pre- 
mium is placed on efficiency and 
initiative. Under such circum- 
stances the avenues of opportunity 
for American industry are limit- 
less. When competitive principles 
operate effectively and efficiently, 
the industrial capacity of our 
country grows more rapidly.” 


® Later, Judge Barnes told the 
same meeting that “the obligation 
of the anti-trust division is not to 
order the nation’s economy nor to 
experiment with the effect of the 
elimination of lawful and legiti- 


tial goal of anti-trust enforce- 
ment must remain the removal of 
artificial barriers to competition.” 

In a discussion of the source of 
anti-trust cases, he reported that 
“anti-trust programs, for the most 
part, are shaped from complaints 
made to the division by business 
men and consumers.” 

Noting that the selection of the 
areas investigated will ultimate- 
ly dictate the areas in which law 
suits result, he said: “I deem it 
| necessary to develop a program of

# “I am continuing to review all 
the pending cases with a view to- 
ward determining whether or not 
there is a sufficient basis for pro- 
ceeding with these cases, partic- 
ularly those cases which involve 
theories of oligopoly and conscious 
parallelism of action. 

“The same principle controls the 
institution of new cases. In arriv- 
ing at a decision with respect to 
a particular case, I can assure you 
that no suit will be filed that is 
not legally sound and in the pub- 
lic interest, as determined by care- 
ful and prayerful study by what I 
hope may be considered unfettered 
minds. 

“I do not conceive that anti- 
trust laws aim to place restrictions 
upon an industry, nor to impose 
regulations upon economic initia- 
tive. On the contrary, they seek 
to relieve business from arbitrary 
types of restrictions which arise 
from unreasonable restraints and 
monopolistic conditions created 
by entrenched individual firms or 
combinations. 

“To uphold freedom to compete 
and to remove artificial obstacles 
to competition are the goals we 
seek. The rights to property and 
the enjoyment of its use can only 
be protected by attacking monop- 
olistic practices which adversely 
affect those rights,” he concluded.

|Boyle Sees Duane 
Jones Case as Road 


to Code of Ethics 


: | New York, Jan. 28—Asserting 


that the decision in the Duane 
'Jones case pointed the way to a 


code of ethics for the ad business, 


Thomas F. Boyle, attorney for the 
Duane Jones Co., last night pro- 
posed that top agencies take the 
lead in setting up the code. 

Mr. Boyle suggested that an 
ethical code for agencies might 
parallel the English professional 


‘|code protecting doctors and law- 


yers entering the armed forces. 
When these men return to civil 
life, he said, they immediately re- 
place the practitioners who served 
their clients during the war, and 
the latter may not serve those cli- 
ents again for six months after 
the original practitioners return. 

“What the court decision boils 
down to,” he told the Assn. of Ad- 
vertising Men & Women, “is that 
the man with the inside track with 
accounts must forego the advan- 
tage which he gains from having 
that inside track. Accounts will 
undoubtedly follow an account ex- 
ecutive of great ability, but they 
will follow him because of his 
great ability and not because he 
has the inside track.” 

He said the Jones case would 
give “greater cohesion” to agency 
organizations. “There will be more 
inducement to turn out hard-hit- 
ting advertising and less tempta- 
tion to hit the boss. Agencies will 
have some property value in deal- 
ing with banks, and everyone from 
office boy to boss will have a lit- 
tle more security,” Mr. Boyle 
said. 


Thornton Charged 
With Running Kid 
Photo List Racket 


New York, Jan. 27—Walter 
Thornton, head of a New York 
model agency, this week was ac- 
cused of grand larceny in what is 
alleged to be a $600,000 child pho- 
'to racket. Today he won a post- 
ponement until March 5 in Queens 
County court. 

The New York Better Business 
|Bureau, in a statement issued on 
Mr. Thornton’s indictment, said he 
\had been the subject of “a great 
‘number of complaints” alleging 
‘that he “extracted substantial reg- 
‘istration fees from parents by ex- 
| aggerations and misrepresentations 
‘as to the possibility of their child- 
‘ren obtaining employment and 
earning substantial sums of mon- 
ey” as a result of their photos 
‘appearing in his catalogs. 


\e Last year, said BBB, Thorn- 


ton used about 3,500 photos of 
children and adults in three pub- 
lished catalogs. The registration 
fee was set at $40 to $65 a picture. 
| Thornton, said BBB, has adver- 
tised extensively in New York and 
New Jersey newspapers and radio 
stations for the purpose of obtain- 
ing photos for his catalogs. Much 
\of the advertising copy was con- 
isidered “deceptive and mislead- 
\ing” by the bureau because “it led 
‘readers or listeners to believe that 
/Thornton was a bona fide ‘model 
‘king’ and a licensed model agen- 


icy.”

continue at the current rate, fig- 
ures should top the half-billion 
dollar mark within the next dec- 
ade.” More than 75% of the coun- 
try’s supermarkets now carry 
housewares, and space allotted to 
them is growing rapidly, they em- 
phasized. 

Mr. Levis told AA that Mr. 
Weiss’ article overlooked the 
growth of the housewares rack 
jobber and glossed over the basic 
tenets for success in the field—in- 
store service, guarantee and rota- 
tion of items, and a narrowing 
spread between costs of buying di- 
rect from the manufacturer and 
buying through the “service whole- 
saler.” 


ge Point by point, the ARMI trio 
replied as follows to Mr. Weiss’ 
recital of supermarket grievances: 

1. Mr. Weiss: Rack jobbers don’t 
keep accurate statistics on the 
movement of items they inven- 
tory. 

ARMI: We must, “if for nothing 
else but selfish motives.” Many 
rack jobbers even have extensive 
IBM systems to test new and old 
merchandise. 

2. Mr. Weiss: Service men are 
poorly trained. 

ARMI: Most are given 60 to 90 
days’ training. The institute also 
is compiling a training manual. 

3. Mr. Weiss: Rack jobbers don’t 
take a licking on non-selling mer- 
chandise, thereby slowing down 
turnover by pushing mistakes out 
through the racks. 

ARMI: Movement is necessary 
to reap profit from a small space. 
The “service wholesaler” makes 
money only through resale and 
wholesale turnover, therefore must 
keep items moving. Most rack 
jobbers will move goods in large 
national food chains 12 to 17 times 
a year, as opposed to the average 
department store turnover of three 
a year. 


= 4, Mr. Weiss: Rack jobbers tend 
to steer clear of nationally adver- 
tised brands to concentrate on spe- 
cial purchases. 

ARMI: Practically every leading 
housewares manufacturer is a 
member of ARMI. Also, most rack 
jobbers carry brands such as GE, 
Wear Ever, Ekco, Pyrex, Univer- 
sal. Arthur Weiss said that his 
company is the third largest Pyrex 
distributor in Georgia. 

5. Mr. Weiss: The rack jobber 
is more interested in extra dis- 
counts, extra allowances, etc., from 
his suppliers than in rapidity of 
stock turnover. 

ARMI: The rack jobber doesn’t 
look at a product from the view of 
standard discount, but rather the 
individual problems of each prod- 
uct. 

6. Mr. Weiss: Allowance and 
markup prchibit low competitive 
prices. 

ARMI: The average member’s 
average price equals or is below 
that of major chains. One large na- 
tional chain checked prices and 
found the rack jobber price to be 
lower on 27 items, higher on five 
and equal on the remainder. 


a 7. Mr. Weiss: Some retailers 
claim that they get larger and bet- 
ter variety from regular jobbers. 

ARMI: A regular jobber may of- 
fer larger variety, but not the 
proper variety needed for impulse 
buying. Often a regular jobber 
must sell a whole line, which is 
not necessarily good. One ARMI 
member recently won over a large 
national account from one of the 
largest hardware manufacturers in 
the country. 


8. Mr. Weiss: The store manager | 


tion something for which he isn’t 
responsible. 

ARMI: An adequate manager 
will give adequate attention to his 
housewares. In addition, the serv- 
ice man makes regular calls, some- 
times as often as every second day. 

9. Mr. Weiss: The rack jobber 
doesn’t know local competition as 
well as the store manager does. 

ARMI: Servicing 15 to 30 stores 
in one neighborhood gives a pretty 
clear picture. A food manager 
cannot be an adequate housewares 
merchandiser. 


= 10. Mr. Weiss: Service men call 
at the wrong hours, and stock 
shrinkage is often attributed to 
service men. 

ARMI: The good operator coor- 
dinates his schedule with the store 
schedule, generally right before or 


after a grocery delivery, and ad-| 
heres to it. So rigid is the service 


man’s schedule that any rack job- 
ber can find his man in half an 


hour. The stigma of bread, soft. 


drink, etc., people should not be 


leveled at housewares because of 


the delivery method. 
11. Mr. Weiss: Retailers confess | 


they take on rack jobbers to learn | 
the ins and outs, with plans to con- | 


tinue the job themselves. 

ARMI: It costs a great deal of 
money to hire a good merchandis- 
er—not a re-orderer, as so many 
managers are. In the only case 
where this has happened, the vol- 
ume of one large chain went down 
considerably.

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ANPA Calls for 
Clarification in 
Anti-Trust Probe

vertising and publishing groups to 
determine if they are violating the 
Sherman Anti-Trust Act (AA, 
Jan. 25). 


# The ANPA told the govern- 
ment that no one had authority to 
make its files available unless an 
order to that effect was given by 
its board of directors. The board, 
investigators were told, meets 
next on Tuesday, Feb. 9. 

This was the second trade group 
to call for clarification of the anti- 
trust investigation. Last week, the 
Agricultural Publishers Assn. 
asked the Justice Department for 
a subpoena prior to any checking 
of its books (AA, Jan. 25). 

Meanwhile, Judge Barnes re- 
vealed in New York yesterday 
that there are actually two paral- 
lel investigations of advertising 
and media under way at this time. 
One of the investigations deals ex- 
clusively with newspaper publish- 
ing, he indicated, and there is 
“some overlap.” 


s A story in today’s Washington 
Post also said that Judge Barnes 
had indicated he “might resort 
to grand jury proceedings in an 
effort to make available ANPA 
files unless the inquiry as pursued 
elsewhere demonstrated there was 
no reason to press the ANPA.” 
It was believed that Judge Barnes 
will wait until Feb. 9 to see what 
action the ANPA board takes, and 
that he would turn to a grand jury 
if the ANPA then declined to open 
its records. 

The Justice Department is seek- 
ing to discover how agencies in 
cooperation with the ANPA fix 
commission rates, the Post said, as 
well as information on how news- 
papers determine advertising rates 
and the basis on which the ANPA 
grants recognition to agencies. 


= Mr. Hanson said he was unable 
to determine the reason for the in- 
vestigation.

Associated Business Publications 
reported that its recommended list 
has grown from 1,293 in July, 1950, 
to 1,440 today. 

Last year, when the ANPA 
brought its recognized agencies up 
to 947, it said it had received ap- 
plications from 82 agencies and 
that it granted recognition to 55 of 
these. A total of 34 agencies were 
removed from the ANPA list: 12 
agencies discontinued business, 
nine failed to meet ANPA require- 
ments, six figured in mergers, 
four were involved in ownership 
changes, and three suspended oper- 
ations. 


# In August, 1950, the ANPA 
summarized then-existing legal 
views on advertising and a news- 
paper’s right to take or reject ad- 
vertising. The points made were 
that: 

1. A newspaper may accept or 
reject advertising. 

2. A newspaper may not agree 
with one advertiser to reject an- 
other advertiser without running 
the risk of an anti-trust or unfair 
competition suit. 

3. No newspaper should yield to 
pressure from an advertiser to dis- 
criminate against competitors. 

4. The newspaper has the sole 
right to accept or reject an ad, 
without regard to the wishes of a 
third party. 

In October, 1952, the ANPA de- 
clared: “A newspaper acting in- 
dependently- of anyone else, and 
solely upon its own judgment, can 
accept or reject advertising or copy 
for advertising for any reason. It 
can lay down a policy of its own 
making, and so long as it adheres 
to that policy it is on safe ground.”

Publishers Rally to 
Avoid Fourth Class 
Mail Rate Increase 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 28—Publish- 
ers of controlled circulation busi- 
ness magazines hope to get before 
a federal district court judge here 
Monday in a last-minute effort to 
fend off a postal rate increase 
which is supposed to become ef- 
fective the same day. 

The increase, from 10¢ to 1l¢ a 
pound, has been authorized by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, 
but on Jan. 21, six publishers 
sought a preliminary injunction on 
the grounds that the rate for con- 
trolled circulation publications be- 
longs exclusively in the hands of 
Congress. 

The six protesting publishing 
companies are Chilton Co., Cono- 
ver-Mast Publications, Irving- 
Cloud Publishing Co., Medical 
Economics Inc., Penton Publish- 
ing Co. and Putman Publishing Co. 


® Postal officials, who filed an 
answer with the court today, in- 
sisted that Congress included con- 
trolled circulation publications 
with fourth class mail under a law 
which authorized the Postmaster 
General to adjust fourth class 
postal rates to assure that fourth 
class operates on a “break-even” 
basis. 

Meanwhile, National Business 
Publications, which represents 
many controlled circulation publi- 
cations, has asked the House post 
office committee to include special 
provisions on controlled circula- 
tion in any postal rate bill which 
may be adopted this year. 

According to Bert E. Harper, 
president of the association, NBP 
wants to retain the 10¢ rate. In 
addition, it hopes the committee 
will include additional language 
specifying that controlled circula- 
tion rates are to be adjusted only 
by Congress.

Justice Department lawyers 
who move around socially in 
Washington can easily meet ad- 
vertising people from small agen- 
cies who feel their agencies get 
rough treatment as a result of me- 
dia practices. 

One agency executive, who 
makes no secret of the fact that he 
has personal friends in the Depart- 
ment of Justice, recently told this 
reporter his fight for survival is 
seriously handicapped by publish- 
ing industry procedure. 

“I can’t establish the kind of 
credit rating the publishers want,” 
he admits. “But if I am willing to 
send cash with the order, what 
right do they have to deny me my 
agency commission when I am 
buying space for a client?” 

A number of local agency execu-. 
tives have told this reporter of 
their objections to the contractual 
relationships which exist between 
radio and tv stations and Washing- 
ton agencies. 

“We are held financially re- 
sponsible for all time used by our 
clients,” these executives say, 
“but the stations reserve the right 
to go behind our backs and sell 
directly to the client. The con- 
tracts give the station all the pro- 
tection and leave no choice at all 
for the agency.”
